The .-itrikers are nmkin;^ iirisnners 
of men whom they coll^l(lel• daiii^erous 
to their saiety, and it is stati-d that ")0 
persons are thiw held in eustody. 

The strikers suriunmb d tbt^ Summit 
mine yesterday, captured three non- 
union mioen and dsatroyed thetelo- 
phone. 

Mrs. W. D. Snell, wife of one of the 
miners employed in the Strong mine, 
has been driven from the camp. Tlie 
strikers threatenim; to t.ike her iifi3 and 
dsstroy her prup^-rly, if she remained. 
Her husband, who has incarr«<l the 
enmity of the mob, suddenly disappeared 
ieverai days aKo, and she believes he 
has been murdered. She was not per- 
mitted to look for him before leaving 
for Colorado Sprmt;8. 

No stages have entered or left Cripple 
CrMk for the past 24 hours and no rail- 
way commanication has be-n had for 
three days. In conseiiueuce anxiety is 
incraasing on the part of those who wish 
to iMTt. In spite of rain and bad roads, 
many men have sent their wives and 
children to places of safety. 

The miners have great faith in Gov- 
ernor Waite being able to adjust matters 
with the mine owners so that work may 
be started on all idle properties by the 
Urst of the week at tlie latest. They are 
greatly pat out that his ezouUency has 
been delayed in hU joamsy to Colorado 
bpiings by waahonti.

Sr. L'>i is, June 1. The common- 
weal army of (ieu'ral Kelly, now in 
camp here, divided yesterdaXt and 500 
of the men under Colonel Oeorge Speed 
of California will hereafter march or 
float bv themselvea. The cause is the 
alleged arbitrarinecs of Kelly, not the 
least incident in which is his persistence 
against tho wishes of the men, in allow- 
ing two women to remain with the 
army. Speed will end -iivor to enforce 
a division of the couimi.s:iary of legal 
methods. 

Late yesterday aftenioon Colonel 
George Speed, head of the se-ce'ding part 
of the command, witli J. 1). .lones, the 
iitjent of the Chicago imbli.shi rs, and 
several of the ofhceis of the rebellious 
start appean-d before Judge Lubke of the 
circuit court. Th« y charged Ki^Uy with 
illegal re'teutiiiu of the entire commis- 
►ary stores and ecpiipiiieut of thu fleet, 
and they wanted authority to comi)el a 
division of tho property and to comiiel 
Kelly to give an ac ouut of his receipts 
and disburseiueiita of nuimiy cuutribu- 
tions. 

Judge Lnbke told Colonel Speed that 
he bad a j>erfect right to sunound the 
commi.>5sary bouts and prevent their re- 
moval and then to apply for a receiver.

STARTLING RUMORS AFLOAT. 



LOM of Life Will Probably Ite Increane*!. 
Platte River Still Kbiing- Kntire Vil- 
lage* Inundated— Orar Three Incheit ol 
Balnfall and Still Pouriag Down - Rail- 
road TralBe Almoiit Kntirely Snspendpil. 
Pl'khi.o, Colo., .lune 1. Three lives 
are known to have been lost in the flood 
of We hiesduy night, and It is barely 
possible others have gone down to a 
watery grave, bat the full details will 
not be known until the river subsides to 
somewhere near its normal limits. The 
dead body of I'am y Hafferty was 
found yesterday near the roa lhouse, iu 
the St. CuartoH, tluee miles below tiie 
citv. Ue met his death, it ia behaved, 
while attemptiiig to orosi th* BcMemer 
ditch. 

At 10 o'clock yesterday, in full vii'w 
of 500 people, an unknown Italian was 
drowned n< ;ir the Union Pacihc, Denver 
and <tulf railroad, within a short dis- 
tance of the business center of the city. 
The man started lYom the depot to walk 
north, the wat- r l)t'ing about three feet 
deep, but Went too far east and stepped 
off into a hole, where the water was 
probably 10 feot deep. The crowd of 
Bixjctators. snpixjsing ho had simply 
made a sligat misstep, greeted his 
tlounderings with a laugh. The fellow, 
however, aisapi)earoti completely, came 
up again, :<ave a despairing ory and 
went down, not to appear again. 

The horror ot the situation at once 
dawned upon the onlookers and several 
strong Bwunmen dived repeatedly, bat 
10 or 1.5 minutes unavailing work, con- 
vinct d them further effort was useless, 
aa death had sutely come. About noon 
the body was recovered. Though a 
large number of people had viewed the 
corpse, bis identity has not ytt been 
learned. 

Early last night word was received 
that a body had been foimd two miles 
down the river, and it has been sent for. 
Various rumors of other fatalities are 
current, but these alon* bav* been veri- 
fled as above. 

Mrs. Gallen, who lives at Union 
avenue and D street, says late 'Wednes- 
day night she saw a man fiUl into a hole 
over which the water was rushii\g at a 
rapid speed. His two companions made 
an endeavor to pull him ont, but the 
water carried the man awaj', she says, 
and his companions hastened away for 
their own safety. 

Half a do^ rnmecs of a similar na- 
ture are current. Some have been ex- 

Jdoded by the persona said to have been 
uet tnnung up, and the others are die- 
credited. Most of the seneatioaal storiee 
have been proven nntrae. 

Fortunanly as the waters receded the 
indications became more favorable for a 
smaller property lose than was at first 
expected, and it is now believed that 
ijilOO.O iO will cover most, if not all. of 
the damage. Though a number of build- 
ings have fallen in and others are dam- 
aged beyond repair, th^ are almost en- 
tirely small structures of frame or adobe, 
and nad seen their greatest usefulness. 

All tho large butmess biocxs that were 
flooded have stood the trial well, and it 
is contidently believed that fonndations 
and walls ars little if any damaged. 

John K. Shirenian, the clothing mer- 
chant at ;107 South Union street, prob- 
ably e.xiH rienced the greatest lo>s. His 
store is about thiee feet below the gra le 
of the .street and the water covered his 
entire stock. Tho loss is estimated at 

A. Englehart & Company, dry goods 
merchants. ha«l the next greatest loss. 
The supjuirts in the renter of tlie build- 
ing gave way, tumbling all the shelving 
and counters in a contu.-<od mass in tho 
center of the ruoin. Loss <;7,0tii>. The 
Other losses range from ;rlOO to lO.UOO, 
most of them b eing unde r $8,000.

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A small list of accounts were allowed 
and ordered paid, together with the sal- 
aries of the teachers for the month. 

The Committee on Buildings wai given 
fnrther time to report u to the necessity 
of an addition to tiiet olored school build- 
ing and the advisability of selling the 
Fifth and Sixth ward boOdingi and erect* 
ing a new house on the public square at 
Third and Union streets for the two 
Wards named. 

Tlie trustees of the colored school in 
Sixth ward were authorized to contract 
tor the room now used tor anothor year 
at $3.50 rent per month. 

Principal Rowland, of the High School, 
addressed the Board on the subject of 
jcrading and promoting the pupils. Here- 
tofore an average of GO per. cent, entitled 
a pupil to ])romotion. Mr. Rowland 
thought this was too low, especially to 
promote a pupil from one school to 
another, ('hildmn only ten yeirs of aj;i' 
had gotten into the Intermediate school 
under this low grading. These were not 
prepared to take up the studies of that 
department and as a result they held the 
classes back, and some ot them after a 
three years course in the Intermediate 
school were not yet ready to go up higher. 

Mr. E. 8wift, Principal of district No. 4, 
suggested there ought to be a uniform 
system of examinations, especially for 
promotions, and he said the teachers 
were unanimoos on this point He of- 
fered a resolution which the teachers had 
a ;reetl upon, bearing on the subject. This 
lixea the general average at 70 per cent, 
with not less than 60 per cent, in arith- 

nietic aii'I ^'raininar and not IflSa tlum 60 
per cent, in other atuAM. 
The matter of grading and questions 

for examination was referred to the Board 
of Examiners. The Board will meet 
next Monday at 4 p. m. 

The resolutions offered by Mr. Swift 
were referred to the Committee on Rules 
and Regulations.
